This doesn’t 
necessarily mean new ones—we are slow to offer new 
varieties until they have been grown and tested to our 
own satisfaction. We mean unusual plants. Right this min- 
ute we mean Frais du Bois. Those who have been to 
France and eaten these Strawberries of the Woods (with 
clotted sweet cream) wonder why on earth they can’t buy 
them here. There are several reasons: most Americans 
like the biggest strawberry they can get (these are the 
smallest); they like to pick a bushel in half an hour (you 
can’t do that with Frais); and because demand is so low 
strawberry growers don’t grow them. So we do. Plants 
will be ready for shipment this fall: $6.00 a dozen for 
the runner types; $7.20 a dozen for the upright kinds, 
which, by the way, make a charming border plant. There 
won‘t be many available so you’d better reserve some. 
We will mix varieties satisfactorily for you. 

By unusual we also mean Miniature Gladiolithere’s 
a long list of these appealing and completely useful 
flowers which the Gladioli hobbyists leave strictly alone 
in their search for bigger-than-giant spikes. 

No, this isn’t a Lilliputian flower bazaar—we do have 
the biggest, fattest Tuberous-rooted Begonias that have 
ever come down the pike in the Camelia-Rose form. Each 
produces a bush. Also, we’re offering named varieties in 
this form of Tuberous-roots. As we said, they are unusual 
and you can’t pick them up around the corner. 

Still more unusual are Cymbidium Orchids—for those 
who have patience and a cool room. Cymbidiums do not 
like high temperatures and require nothing special in 
soil. They are wonderfully rewarding. Ours are named, 
non-florist fancy varieties and for those patient gardeners 
who will wait for one bulb to grow into three bulbs and 
a flowering stalk the third year—well, there’s nothing 
quite so satisfactory and the resulting plant will be quite 
valuable, too. 


Friend of ours told us he’d been comparing our prices 
with prices in other catalogues. “What did you find?” 
we asked. “Well,” he said, ““you’re higher on some.” We 


allowed that was possible. “But,” he added, “you're lower 
on some, too. It’s right confusing.” 

It may seem confusing, but you can’t compare mere 
prices in catalogues; you must have the plants in hand. 
You need to compare packing methods, you ought to 
know when the plants were lifted from the field (ours are 
all shipped the same day) but the most important test of 
all—grow the two side by side under the same conditions. 
To be sure of quality we make these comparative tests 
constantly and seldom indeed is The Farm’s stock beaten. 
In the instances where our prices are lower and our 
quality high it is always with varieties that reach optimum 
size quickly and cheaply. Dicentra Eximia is one plant 
of several in this category. We ship three for $1.35 which 
is enough for this easily produced plant, but it is hard 
to find it priced for less than $1.65. If you’ve been won- 
dering about the differences in price in nursery cata- 
logues maybe this will help clear it up. 

Now to our annual plea for early orders. Item: We 
have to dig and ship everything within a few short spring 
weeks. Item: The paper work on your order must be 
processed and this work should be done in January 
through March, so that nothing stands in the way of our 
highly personalized preparation and shipping from April 
on. Item: An early order insures getting it on time regard- 
less of weather here in Litchfield, and, if we are out of 
stock and can’t ship a plant, we are able to notify you so 
you have a chance to get it elsewhere. 

Oh well, no more items, but it is a fact that we’re right 
popular locally and after May Ist the place is jammed 
with nice but very firm gardeners who care not a hoot 
what's going outside of Litchfield. So...if you want to be 
popular with our hard working staff and get extra, un- 
ordered and valuable tidbits in your package—order 
early.

Twenty-five Cents 
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This is the stuff perennial borders are made of. The word perennial, as 
applied to flowering plants like these, does not mean forever—it means these 
plants have a long life. Some, like an established peony, last for 25 years 
or more; others bloom their heads off for two or three years, get root bound 
and die. But in between these extremes you get lasting beauty if you pay 
any attention to a perennial border, and, if it’s properly planted, there will 
be a succession of bloom from early spring to late fall. 

For those who prefer a white border we have a white variety of the species 
if it is available in a sturdy form. The range of colored varieties is tremendous 
—we have stayed away from only one color, magenta; it goes with nothing 
including itself. 

Soils for perennial plantings should be well drained, rich in phosphate and 
phosphorus (for root and strong stalk development), moderately rich in 
nitrogen (you want flowers, not great masses of over-grown green leaves). 
Our stock is all top-size and absolutely free from disease. 
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ALYSSUM 
(Basket of Gold or Madwort) 


Plant in ordinary, well drained soil. Use in groups of 
three in the rock garden or as border edging. Blooms 
with tulips. 


ANCHUSA (Alkanet) 


These charming early bloomers belong to the Forget-me- 
not order. They like a deep, well-drained soil, and not 
too heavy. They do best in full sun.

To get a sturdy and well-branched plant pinch back the terminal 
shoots at least twice. In winter cover lightly after the ground is frozen to keep 


the shallow roots from heaving. 


Dates of bloom are for Litchfield. For every 100 miles north subtract two 
days; add two for every 100 miles south. We collect mums from all over 
the world; unless otherwise noted these varieties have proved themselves SSW 
hardy in New England which is to say they will winter successfully nearly Ni Chrysanthemums 
anywhere. (Complete cultural directions with each order.)

They require excellent drainage and a strongly 
alkaline soil—dry wood ashes worked into the area a 
few days before planting is best. Do not overfeed. And 
do not cover in winter—a thin layer of coal ashes will 
protect the crowns from slugs. Occasional dusting with 
sulphur controls leaf black spot. All clumps are strongly 
grown, two-year-old stock. Height: 4 to 7 feet. Protect 
flowering spikes from wind, or stake. (Maybe you had 
better stake anyway.) All bloom in late June or early July. 
Better plant 2 feet apart.

Viola Cornuta were put here 
deliberately because we have not yet found a way to 
ship this plant to our satisfaction. They move best in April 
but at best they move badly and we suggest trying to get 
stock locally. On the other hand, we just forgot that our 
3-year old stock of Christmas Roses is now ready. These 
are huge plants, ready to bloom next December. 


TRITOMA (Red Hot Poker) 


You won't want many of these but a few are extremely 
useful in the herbaceous border. Their common name is 
misleading (hybridizers have done wonders with them) 
and anyway we don’t stock the red hot variety which is 
simply a horticultural vulgarity and not hardy.

—they resent it, you’re almost sure to lose them if you do.

These are giant plants, grown in large Easimove pots, all 
should bloom next year. Niger’s leaves have a palm form, 
are evergreen and of leathery substance. In December, 
January or February (depending on locality) the plant 
throws large, single, white, bell-like flowers which last 
for weeks regardless of below zero cold or snow.

We will not substitute in the flowering 
shrub and small tree category but will back-order the material or 
refund your money. 


At the Sales Center 


. Material that must be dug for you in the gardens is sold only as 


quoted herein. If a per each price is not quoted, no offering of the 
material is made on that basis. All other plants, shrubs, roses, and 
bulbs are sold as marked in The Sales Center. 


. We dig for “carry-away” bareroot orders only on Monday and 


Friday. These orders are ready for Tuesday and Saturday. This is 
a necessary and inflexible rule (applying to both retail and whole- 
sale accounts) during the busy spring and fall seasons. The plant- 
ing of next year’s crops must go on without interruption. 

Orders requiring digging must be paid for in advance. 


. No replacements can be made on Easimove plants unless we are 


notified within two weeks. They are healthy, vigorous material when 
purchased from The Sales Center and failures with them are rarely 
traced to the plant. 


. No replacements can be made on cut flowers bought at The Sales 


Center. They are guaranteed to be not over 24 hours old and have 
been specially conditioned for at least 12 hours in our refrigerator.
